Companies Claim Normal Conditions 
Are Being Resumed. 
Chicago. Aug. 
15.—The telegraph 
situation In Chicago and throughout 
the entire Middle West according to 
company reports 
is that 
during the 
past twenty-four hours considerable 
progress has been made towards nor­ 
mal conditions. 
Conditions have im­ 
proved so 
much with 
the Western 
Union Telegraph company that it will 
open its Board of Trade office here. 
The Postal company officials declared 
themselves more than satisfied with 
conditions. 
They 
say that, 
should 
matters continue to improve as rapid­ 
ly as they did Wednesday it will be 
but a short time until branch offices 
will be reopened 
The union officials turned their at­ 
tent ion to the brokers and all commis­

were 
signed with

At a meeting of the broker opera­ 
tors contracts good for a year were 
presented to the union officials for ap­ 
proval. 
At the close of the meeting 
the list given out showed that about 
half of the larger commission firms 
had signed the union scale.

President (rom pers 
said: 
“The feeling is so intense on both 
sides ae to make it difficult to accom­ 
plish much at this time. 
Peace has

men are still answering the Impulse 
to strike there is little use In trying 
to get them to think of going back.*’ 
A proposition has been submitted to 
the officials of the Associated Press 
that the strike of their operators be 
arbitrated. 
It Is proposed that the 
operators select one 
man, the Asso­ 
ciated Press another 
and these two 
choose the third man, the decision of 
this board to be final. 
No action has 
been taken on the proposition. 
The strike of the Associated Press 
operators has 
not received 
official 
sanction of the union and many men 
are now working 
who would strike 
were they officially requested to do so.

It is expected that in this 
speech Secretary Taft will sound the 
keynote of the next Republican cam­ 
paign.

were not 
discussed with the president Tuesday 
and he would not have anything to 
say on that subject in his Columbus 
speech. 
The secretary' said that he planned 
to complete his inspection in the Phil­ 
ippines so as to be able to start from 
Manila on the return journey to Wash­ 
ington Nov. 
7. 
Probably be would 
sail on the Rainbow, which is lying in 
Manila bay. 
This 
vessel would be 
able to land 
the secretary 
and his 
party 
directly 
at Vladivostok, 
the 
eastern terminus of the transsiberian 
railway. 
The original project to en­ 
train for the long railway trip across 
the two continents at Dalny or Nieu- 
chwang in Manchuria has been aban­ 
doned because better 
time can be 
made by the Vladivostok route. 
In his talk with the newspaper men, 
Secretary Taft alluded to reports of 
Impending cabinet changes.

And Distrust of the Government's At­ 
titude Toward Corporations Held to 
Be Responsible for the Panicky Con­ 


dition of the Market, 


New York. Aug. 15.—Distrust of the 
government’s attitude toward the cor­ 
porations, 
a 
threatened 
monetary 
stringency in all the leading markets 
of the world and the financial embar­ 
rassment of the Pope Manufacturing 
company combined to demoralize the 
stock 
market 
Wednesday. 
Prices 
melted in sensational fashion and the 
average level of declines was below 
that reached in the memorable North­ 
ern Pacific panic of May, 1901. 
Stocks 
were sold lower than ever before In 
their history, 
Of the several causes 
named the failure of the New England 
corporal ion 
probably 
excited 
the 
greatest 
amount 
of 
apprehension. 
During the early session of the mar­ 
ket there was no hint of the coming 
storm. 
In fact it was 
not until the 
failure of the Pope company became 
generally known that the list beearn0 
unsettled. 
Then the speculators for 
a decline, encouraged by their suc­ 
cessful attacks on prices during the 
past fortnight, renewed their attacks, 
concentrating their forces on the Har­ 
riman and Hill issues, 
Reading, St. 
Paul, the Coppers, American Smelting 
and the steel stocks. 
Under vigorous 
hammering a flood of orders to sell to 
stop losses were 
uncovered and as 
usual in times 
of great 
excitement 
numerous accounts were sold for what 
they would bring. 
The downward movement 
was in 
full swing in the last half hour, but 
was 
halted just 
before the 
close. 
There were unmistakable signs of en­ 
forced liquidation 
in many 
stocks, 
particularly 
Amalgamated 
Copper, 
which came out in enormous quanti­ 
ties. 
It went down 
to 66%, a new 
low record for the 
year, and closed 
69%, over 5 points below Tuesday’s 
closing. 
New York Central, which closed at 
104Vi Tuesday night, fell to 101%, the 
lowest 
for 
years. 
Brooklyn 
Rapid 
Transit, 
at 
46% 
Tuesday 
night, 
dropped to 11% and closed at 42, its 
lowest point for three years. 
Union 
Pacific declined nearly 7 points, North­ 
ern Pacific 4 points and United States 
steel scored a net loss of 2% points. 
On the exchange and in the various 
brokerage offices the excitement was 
intense. 
After the close of the mar­ 
ket urgent, calls for additional mar­ 
gins were issued by brokers. 
There 
was talk of a bankers’ pool to protect 
the market from further raids, but 
this 
was 
ridiculed 
in 
trustworthy 
quarters. 
The more substantial in­ 
terests offered little or no support.

Julius Leek. After Accomplishing E x ­ 


traordinary Feat In Dangerous Part 


of 
New 
York 
Harbor, 
Rowod 
Skiff 


Back to Clubhouse. 


Julius Leek. a member of the New 
York police department stationed at 
tho Delancey 
street station, 
swan) 
through Hell Gate, a most dangerous 
part of New York harbor, the other 
day. 
To add to the wonder of the 
feat, he towed a skiff holding throe 
men In a flood tide, which was run­ 
ning five miles an hour, says the New 
York Herald. 
I,eek swam the two miles between 
Eighty-fourth street and Conley rock 
in twenty-five minutes. 
At the end of 
the swim he climbed Into the skiff un­ 
assisted and rowed It l>ack to the start­ 
ing point. 
Hundreds on the shores and aboard 
ferry aud excursion boats cheered the 
man as he plowed his way through 
the turbulent waters. 
In the roughest 
part of the passage, among the eddies 
and whirlpools t*etween Hallet’s and 
Nigger points, the passing of the gov­ 
ernment steamer General Joseph John­ 
ston tossed up whltecapped 
rollers 
four and five feet high. 
Leek was 
submerged more than half the time 
for a distance of IOO yards, while the 
boti ne In g of the skiff he was towing 
often Jerked him halfway out of the 
water, but he never lost a stroke. 
When Scaley rock was reached he 
swam on for 200 yards to show that 
he still was fresh. 
Leek’s feat was undertaken as the 
result of a discussion among members 
of the Cygnet Boat dub as to whether 
or not It were possible to swim through 
Hell Gate. 
Many persons had tried it 
and failed. 
Leek declared that he not 
only could make the swim, but could 
tow a l>oat while doing It 
When the start was made from the 
float of the Cygnet Boat club, at the 
foot of East Eighty-fourth street, a 
reporter and two oarsmen were in the 
heavy skiff Leek was to tow. 
He 
threw the painter about his neck and 
shoulders and started off with an over­ 
hand racing stroke, swimming on his 
left side. 
A short distance from the 
shore he changed to the side stroke, 
both arms under water, and maintain­ 
ed it throughout the swim except in 
the roughest part of the course, where 
he used the breast stroke to keep bls 
head above the water. 
At no time did 
he float «>r use any of tho swimmer’s 
devices for resting. 
Heading first for tho north point of 
Blackwell’s island, Look crossed the 
East river and then allowed the tide 
to carry him toward Ilnllet's Point 
lighthouse 
on 
the 
Astoria 
shore. 
Just off the lighthouse are tile Chops, 
where the waters of the two branches 
of the East river and Harlem river 
meet the tide setting in from the 
sound. The conflicting currents form 
the 
most 
dangerous 
bit 
of 
water 
known to swimmers. 
A great many 
lives have been lost in that maelstrom. 
Leek was swimming through the 
Chops with apparently no difficulty 
until th e ‘steamer General Joseph John­ 
ston, bound down from Fort Totten, 
passed him. 
There was a moment of 
nervousness for the swimmer and tile 
men in the l>oat when the steamer, 
heading 
directly toward them, 
ap­ 
peared about to nm them down. Then 
it sheered off and passed within twen­ 
ty feet. 
The swell from the prow and 
the waves kicked up by the paddles 
combined to give Leek a very bad 
stretch of swimming. 
Waves topped 
by whitecaps broke over him from all 
directions so that he could not prop­ 
erly time his breathing spells. 
Be­ 
hind him the skiff was being dashed 
about, and several times as it rose 
high at the bow on a wave the rope 
nlxmt Leek’s shoulders would tighten 
up and jerk him backward through 
the water. 
“I’m getting full of water,’’ he sang 
out once as he rose on top of a wave, 
but he continued swimming. 
Once beyond the Chops he had no 
difficulty, but steadily increased his 
speed to the finishing point. 
There he 
pulled himself over the side, refusing 
a helping hand that was offered, and, 
picking up the oars, rowed the skiff 
back to the Cygnet club. 
There he 
was met by his two daughters—Lil­ 
lian, fourteen years old, and Isabel, 
eleven. 
When IOO yards from the pier 
he jumped overboard and swum to I 
where the little girls stood. 
They 
threw their anus about his dripping 
figure and kissed him, much to the dis­ 
figurement of their white attire. 
Leek is forty-two years old and has 
swum in the East river for thirty-five 
years. 
He is five feet ten inches high, 
weighs 200 pounds and has a forty- 
four Inch chest measurement

Brule Indian 
reservation in 
South Dakota. 
The plan 
of the opening

similar to that recently employed in 
the opening of the Huntley lands in 
Montana. 
In this case the lands are 
to be divided 
into about 
350 farms. 
The 
tracts are 
situated about 
ten 
miles southeast of Pierre and are not 
oniy 
valuable for
